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ANNOUNCEMENT. — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  contained  in  Section 
2  of  an  Act  of  Congress  (Public  No.  W.  65lh  Congress^  approved  August  10,  1917, 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  of  the  United  Stales  Department  of  Agriculture 
has  been  authorized  and  instructed,  as  an  agent  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  to 
take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  obtain  authoritative  information  regarding 
the  matters  authorized  to  be  investigated  under  that  seztion.

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The  fats  and  oils  for  which  information  is  here  presented  include 
lard,  lard  compounds,  solid  vegetable  cooking  fats,  oleo  stock,  oleo 
oil,  and  edible  tallow,  cottonseed  oil,  olive  oil,  peanut  oil,  and 
corn  oil. 

The  total  quantities  of  these  fats  and  oils  on  hand  and  in  transit 
on  July  1,  1918,  as  reported  by  manufacturers,  storage  houses,  and 
wholesale  dealers  were  as  follows:  Lard,  114,693,782  pounds;  lard 
compounds  (including  lard  substitutes  other  than  those  of  purely 
vegetable  composition),  50,410,780  pounds;  solid  vegetable  cook- 
ing fats,  42,636,551  pounds;  oleo  stock,  oleo  oil,  and  edible  tallow, 
32,507,179  pounds;  cottonseed  oil,  41,718,674  gallons;  olive  oil, 
901,995  gallons;  peanut  oil,  4,839,931  gallons;  corn  oil,  2,891,457 
gallons.  The  figures  for  goods  in  transit  were  obtained  under  the 
following  instructions:  "Report  as  in  transit  the  total  quantity 
which  you  have  recently  shipped  and  which  you  believe  has  not 
been  delivered  to  the  purchaser  or  consignee."  The  following  quan- 
tities of  fats  and  oils  were  thus  reported  as  in  transit:  Lard, 
7,795,536  pounds;  lard  compounds,  3,992,266  pounds;  solid  vege- 
table cooking  fats,  7,030,310  pounds;  oleo  stock,  oleo  oil,  and  edible 
tallow,  1,026,127  pounds;  cottonseed  oil,  1,162,791  gallons;  olive 
oil,  10,759  gallons;  peanut  oil,  61,159  gallons;  corn  oil,  127,120 
gallons. 

The  reports  covering  the  retail  stocks  of  these  commodities  for 
July  1,  1918,  are  in  process  of  tabulation  and  will  be  published  later. 
The  relative  importance  of  the  retail  stocks  as  compared  with  the 
other  commercial  stocks  of  these  commodities  may  be  judged  from 
the  results  of  the  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  in  which  it  was  found 
that  the  stocks  in  the  hands  of  the  retailers  represented  the  following 
percentages  of  the  total  commercial  stocks:  Lard,  29.5  per  cent;  lard 


compounds,  38.3  per  cent;  solid  vegetable  cooking  fats,  29.9  per  cent; 
oleo  stock,  oleo  oil,  and  edible  tallow,  2.2  per  cent;  cottonseed  oil, 
2.5  per  cent;   olive  oil,  44.8  per  cent;   peanut  oil,  4.8  per  cent. 

Comparative  figures  for  the  stocks  of  fats  and  oils  held  by  the 
classes  of  business  here  considered  on  July  1,  1918,  and  July  1, 
1917,  show  increases  for  four  commodities  and  decreases  for  four. 
The  commodities  showing  increases,  with  the  percentages  of  increase, 
are  as  follows:  Cottonseed  oil,  8.2  per  cent;  solid  vegetable  cook- 
ing fats,  14.5  per  cent;  corn  oil,  56.6  per  cent;  and  peanut  oil, 
194.8  per  cent  (stocks  almost  three  times  as  large  as  in  1917).  The 
commodities  showing  decreases,  with  the  percentages  of  decrease, 
are  as  follows:  Lard,  3.7  per  cent;  lard  compounds,  1.6  per  cent; 
oleo  stock,  oleo  oil,  and  edible  tallow,  12.2  per  cent;  and  olive  oil, 
64.2  per  cent  (1918  stocks  only  about  one-third  of  the  1917  stocks).

The  stocks  of  lard  (pure  lard),  together  with  the  quantities  in 
transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  by  commer- 
cial concerns  other  than  retail  dealers,  amounted  to  114,693,782 
pounds,  of  which  total  the  stocks  on  hand  represented  106,898,246 
pounds  and  the  quantity  in  transit  7,795,536  pounds.  Of  the  total 
stocks  on  hand,  the  meat  packers  held  74.8  per  cent;  the  storage 
warehouses,  15.9  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers,  6.2  per  cent;  the 
bakers,  1.6  per  cent;  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  concerns,  1.5 
per  cent.  The  stocks  of  lard  reported  as  on  hand  by  each  of  these 
classes  of  business  are  shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  1,  and 
the  quantity  reported  as  in  transit  in  the  last  column.  The  relative 
stocks  of  lard  held  by  the  various  classes  of  firms  reporting  are 
shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  1. 

Table  2  shows  the  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated 
for  lard.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  lard  reported  by 
the  classes  of  business  here  considered  is  shown  in  Table  3.  From 
the  figures  there  given  it  may  be  seen  that  the  stocks  held  in  the 
East  North  Central  division  represented  more  than  one-third  of  the 
total  reported  for  the  entire  country.  The  West  North  Central 
division  ranked  second,  with  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  United 
States  total.  Following  the  two  North  Central  divisions  come  the 
New  England  and  the  Middle  Atlantic  divisions,  ranking  third  and 
fourth,  respectively.  Of  the  individual  states,  Illinois  ranked  first 
in  stocks  reported,  with  nearly  one-fourth  of  the  total,  Massachu- 
setts second,  Nebraska  third,  and  Missouri  fourth.  In  Diagram  2  the 
stocks  reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important  states  are  shown  in 
graphic  form. 

The  quantity  of  lard  reported  as  in  transit  by  the  various  classes 
of  business  concerns  considered  in  this  report  is  given  by  geographic 
divisions  and  states  in  the  last  column  of  Table  3.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

About  nine-tenths  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity  reported, 
gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1,  1918.  Com- 
parative figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are  given  by  classes 
of  business  in  Table  1,  and  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in 
Table  4.  All  classes  of  business  except  the  cold  storages  reported 
smaller  stocks  for  the  date  of  the  Survey  than  for  July  1,  1917, 
though  the  decrease  in  the  case  of  the  meat  packers  amounted  to 
only  1.5  per  cent.  The  stocks  held  by  the  cold  storages  on  July  1, 
1918,  were  53.0  per  cent  larger  than  those  held  by  the  same  firms 
one  year  earlier.  The  total  stocks  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  were 
equal  to  96.3  per  cent  of  those  held  on  July  1,  1917.  The  relative 
stocks  held  on  the  two  dates  are  shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  3, 
for  each  class  of  business  except  the  miscellaneous  group.

Lard  compounds,  as  the  term  is  here  used,  include  all  lard  sub- 
stitutes except  those  of  purely  vegetable  composition,  these  latter 
comprising  the  "solid  vegetable  cooking  fats"  for  which  data  are 
given  below.  The  commercial  stocks  of  such  lard  compounds, 
together  with  the  quantities  in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food 
Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  by  classes  of  business  other  than  retail 
dealers,  amounted  to  50.410,780  pounds,  of  which  total  46,418,514 
pounds  were  reported  as  on  hand  and  3,992,266  pounds  as  in  transit. 
The  wholesale  dealers  held  41.6  per  cent  of  the  total  stocks  reported 
by  all  classes  of  business  here  considered;  the  meat  packers,  31.5 
per  cent;  the  storage  warehouses,  17.1  per  cent;  the  bakers,  7.0 
per  cent;  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms,  2.8  per  cent.  The 
stocks  reported  as  on  hand  by  the  different  classes  of  firms  are 
shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  5,  and  the  quantities  reported 
as  in  transit  are  shown  in  the  last  column.  The  relative  stocks 
reported  by  the  different  classes  are  represented  graphically  in 
Diagram  4. 

Table  7  shows  the  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for 
lard  compounds.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  lard  compounds 
covered  by  this  report  is  shown  in  Table  6.  The  states  of  the 
South  Atlantic  division  reported  nearly  one-fifth  of  the  United 
States  total,  and  the  Middle  Atlantic  and  West  South  Central 
divisions  each  reported  more  than  one-sixth  of  the  total.  Among 
the  individual  states,  New  York  ranked  first,  reporting  nearly  one- 
tenth  of  the  total  stocks,  Texas  second,  Louisiana  third,  and  Penn- 
sylvania fourth.  Diagram  5  shows  graphically  the  stocks  of  lard 
compounds  reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important  states. 

The  quantities  reported  as  in  transit  are  given  by  geographic 
divisions  and  states  in  the  last  column  of  Table  6.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

About  seven-eighths  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity 
reported,  gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  the  date 
of  the  Survey.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year 
reports  are  given  by  classes  of  business  in  Table  5,  and  by  geo- 
graphic divisions  and  states  in  Table  8.  The  storage  warehouses, 
it  may  be  noticed,  reported  stocks  for  July  1,  1918,  almost  double 
those  held  by  the  same  firms  a  year  earlier,  while  the  other  classes 
of  business  concerns  reported  smaller  stocks  for  the  date  of  the 
Survey.  The  relative  holdings  of  all  classes  of  concerns  except  the 
miscellaneous  group  are  shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  6.

NOT  INCLUDING  RETAIL  STOCKS. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  solid  vegetable  cooking  fats,  together 
with  the  quantities  in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of 
Julv  1,  1918,  bv  business  concerns  other  than  retail  dealers,  amounted 
to  42,636,551  pounds.  Of  this  total,  35,606,241  pounds  were 
reported  as  on  hand  and  7,030,310  pounds  as  in  transit  on  the  date 
of  the  Survey.  The  wholesale  dealers  held  38.3  per  cent  of  the 
total  stocks  on  hand;  the  warehouses,  19.8  per  cent;  the  oil  mills, 
17.5  per  cent;  the  meat  packers,  13.7  per  cent;  the  bakers,  4.9 
per  cent;  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  concerns,  5.8  per  cent.  The 
stocks  reported  by  each  of  these  classes  of  concerns  are  given  in 
the  first  column  of  Table  9,  and  the  quantities  in  transit  in  the  last 
column.  The  relative  quantities  reported  by  the  several  classes 
of  concerns  are  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  7. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  solid  vege- 
table cooking  fats  is  given  in  Table  10.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  this  commodity 
reported  by  commercial  concerns  other  than  retail  dealers  is  shown 
in  Table  1 1 .  The  East  North  Central  division  ranked  first,  reporting 
a  little  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  total,  the  Pacific  division 
second,  and  the  Middle  Atlantic  division  third.  Among  the 
individual  states,  Illinois  stood  first,  California  second,  Ohio  third, 
New  York  fourth,  and  Pennsylvania  fifth.  Diagram  8  shows  in 
graphic  form  the  stocks  reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important 
states.

About  six-sevenths  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity  reported, 
gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1,  1918.  Com- 
parative figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are  given  by 
classes  of  business  in  Table  9,  and  by  geographic  divisions  and 
states  in  Table  12.  The  figures  indicate  a  considerable  increase  in 
the  aggregate  stocks  on  hand  on  July  1,  1918,  as  compared  with 
those  held  by  the  same  concerns  one  year  earlier.  The  meat  packers 
reported  stocks  for  the  date  of  the  Survey  more  than  two  and  one- 
half  times  as  large  as  their  holdings  on  July  1,  1917,  and  the  ware- 
houses show  an  increase  almost  as  great.  These  large  increases 
are  partly  offset,  however,  by  decreases  in  the  stocks  held  by  whole- 
sale dealers  and  bakers,  making  the  total  holdings  of  solid  vegetable 
cooking  fats  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  14.5  per  cent  larger  than 
those  on  July  1,  1917.  The  stocks  reported  for  the  two  dates  by 
oil  mills,  warehouses,  wholesale  dealers,  and  meat  packers  are 
represented  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  9.

The  commercial  supply  of  oleo  stock,  oleo  oil,  and  edible  tallow 
reported  as  on  hand  and  in  transit,  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1, 
1918,  by  classes  of  business  concerns  other  than  retail  dealers, 
amounted  to  32,507,179  pounds,  the  stocks  on  hand  being  31.481,052 
pounds  and  the  quantities  in  transit  1,026,127  pounds.  Of  the 
total  stocks  reported  as  on  hand,  the  meat  packers  held  64.7  per 
cent;,  the  cold  storages,  17.3  per  cent;  the  oleomargarine  manu- 
facturers, 7.5  per  cent;  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  concerns,  10.5 
per  cent.  The  stocks  reported  by  each  of  these  classes  of  firms  are 
shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  13,  and  the  quantities  in  transit 
in  the  last  column.  The  relative  stocks  held  by  the  several  classes 
of  concerns  are  shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  10. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  oleo  stock, 
oleo  oil,  and  edible  tallow  is  shown,  by  classes  of  business,  in 
Table  15.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  supply  of  oleo  stock,  oleo  oil, 
and  edible  tallow  reported  by  the  several  classes  of  business  is  given 
in  Table  14.  More  than  four-fifths  of  the  stocks  of  this  commodity 
reported  were  held  in  three  geographic  divisions,  namely,  the 
Middle  Atlantic,  the  East  North  Central,  and  the  West  North 
Central.  Among  the  individual  states,  Illinois  ranked  first,  with 
about  one-fifth  of  the  total  stocks,  New  York  second,  Nebraska 
third,  and  New  Jersey  fourth.  It  may  be  noted  that  three-fourths 
of  the  stocks  reported  from  the  state  of  Illinois  and  practically  the 
entire  stocks  reported  from  Kansas  and  Nebraska  were  held  by 
the  meat  packers.  The  stocks  reported  for  the  eighteen  most 
important  states  are  shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  11. 

The  quantities  reported  as  in  transit  on  the  date  of  the  Survey 
are  given  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in  the  last  column  of 
Table  14.

About  five-sixths  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity  reported, 
gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1,  1918.  Com- 
parative figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are  given  by  classes 
of  business  in  Table  13,  and  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in 
Table  16.  These  figures  show  that  the  stocks  of  all  classes  of  firms 
reporting  were  somewhat  smaller  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  than  they 
were  one  year  earlier,  the  decrease  in  the  aggregate  stocks  amounting 
to  12.2  per  cent.  The  relative  stocks  held  on  the  two  dates  are  shown 
in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  12  for  each  class  of  business  except  the 
miscellaneous  group.

The  commercial  stocks  of  cottonseed  oil,  together  with  the 
quantities  in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1, 
1918,  by  concerns  other  than  retail  dealers,  amounted  to  41,718,674 
gallons,  of  which  amount  40,555,883  gallons  constituted  the  stocks 
on  hand  on  the  date  of  the  Survey,  and  1,162,791  gallons  the 
quantities  in  transit.  Of  the  total  stocks  reported  as  on  hand,  the 
oil  mills  held  48.2  per  cent;  the  meat  packers,  41.3  per  cent;  the 
warehouses,  3.9  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers,  2.3  per  cent;  the 
bakers,  0.8  per  cent;  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms,  3.5  per  cent^ 
The  stocks  reported  by  each  of  these  classes  of  concerns  are  given 
in  the  first  column  of  Table  17,  and  the  quantities  in  transit  in 
the  last  column.  The  relative  quantities  reported  by  the  several 
classes  are  shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  13.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  stocks  of  cottonseed  oil  reported  from  each  geographic  division 
and  state  are  given,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  19.  The  East 
North  Central  and  the  East  South  Central  divisions  each  reported 
nearly  one-fifth  of  the  total  stocks  for  the  country,  the  West. North 
Central  division  ranking  third  and  the  West  South  Central  fourth. 
Tennessee  ranked  first  among  the  states,  Georgia  second,  Kansas 
third,  and  Illinois  fourth.  The  stocks  reported  for  the  eighteen 
most  important  states  are  shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  14. 

The  quantities  reported  as  in  transit  are  given  by  geographic 
divisions  and  states  in  the  last  column  of  Table  19.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

About  94  per  cent  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity  reported, 
gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1,  191S.  Com- 
parative figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are  given  by  classes 
of  business  in  Table  17,  and  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in 
Table  20.  These  figures  show  marked  increases  for  the  meat 
packers  and  the  miscellaneous  group  of  firms,  and  decreases  for 
the  oil  mills,  the  warehouses,  and  the  bakers,  while  the  stocks  held 
by  the  wholesale  dealers  as  a  group  show  little  change.  The  aggre- 
gate stocks  reported  for  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  8.2  per  cent 
larger  than  those  held  by  the  same  firms  one  year  earlier.  The 
stocks  reported  for  the  two  dates  are  shown  graphically,  for  each 
of  the  classes  of  firms  except  the  miscellaneous  group,  in  Diagram  lo.

The  commercial  stocks  of  olive  oil,  together  with  the  quantities 
in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  by  oil 
mills,  warehouses,  wholesale  dealers,  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of 
firms,  amounted  to  901,995  gallons,  comprising  891,236  gallons  on 
hand  and  10,759  gallons  in  transit.  Of  the  total  stocks  reported 
as  on  hand,  the  oil  mills  held  5.1  per  cent;  the  warehouses,  28.0 
per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers,  48.6  per  cent;  and  the  miscellaneous 
group  of  concerns,  18.3  per  cent.  The  relatively  small  quantity 
reported  by  the  oil  mills,  both  in  the  present  Survey  and  in  a  similar 
inquiry  made  for  January  1,  1918,  reflects  the  fact  that  most  of  our 
edible  olive  oil  is  imported,  rather  than  of  domestic  manufacture. 
The  stocks  reported  by  each  of  the  classes  of  firms  above  mentioned 
are  shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  21,  and  the  quantities  in 
transit  in  the  last  column.  The  relative  quantities  reported  by 
the  several  classes  are  represented  graphically  in  Diagram  16. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  olive  oil  is 
shown  in  Table  23.

Table  24 — Comparative  figures  for  olive  oil — combined  stocks  of  manu- 
facturers, storage  houses,  and  wholesale  dealers,  by 
geographic  divisions  and  stales. 


Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  stocks  reported  from  each  geographic  division  and  state  are 
given,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  22.  More  than  one-half  of 
the  stocks  reported  by  the  classes  of  business  here  .considered  were 
found  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  and  the  Pacific  divisions,  the  East 
North  Central  division  ranking  third.  California  ranked  first 
among  the  states,  New  York  second,  Illinois  third,  and  Pennsyl- 
vania fourth.  The  stocks  reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important 
states  are  shown  graphically  in   Diagram  17.

More  than  five-sixths  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity 
reported,  gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1, 
1918.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are 
given  by  classes  of  business  in  Table  21,  and  by  geographic  divisions 
and  states  in  Table  24.  These  figures  indicate  that  the  total  stocks 
of  olive  oil  on  hand  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  only  35.8  per 
cent  of  those  reported  one  year  eariler.  All  classes  of  business 
reported  heavy  decreases  in  stocks  of  olive  oil,  the  wholesale  dealers 
as  a  group  reporting  only  28.3  per  cent  of  their  1917  stocks.  The 
stocks  reported  for  the  two  dates  are  shown  in  graphic  form,  by 
classes  of  business,  in  Diagram  18.

The  commercial  stocks  of  peanut  oil,  together  with  the  quantities 
in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  by  all 
classes  of  business  concerns  except  retail  dealers,  amounted  to 
4,839,931  gallons,  of  which  amount  4,778,772  gallons  represented 
the  stocks  on  hand  and  61,159  gallons  the  quantities  in  transit. 
Of  the  total  stocks  reported  as  on  hand,  the  wholesale  dealers  held 
48.8  per  cent;  the  oil  mills,  20.7  per  cent;  the  warehouses,  10.5 
per  cent;  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms  (chiefly  manufacturers 
using  the  oil  as  a  material),  20.0  per  cent.  The  stocks  reported 
each  of  these  classes  of  firms  are  given  in  the  first  column  of 
Table  25,  and  the  quantities  reported  as  in  transit  in  the  last  column. 
The  relative  quantities  reported  as  on  hand  by  the  several  classes 
ire  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  19.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  peanut  oil  reported 
by  classes  of  business  concerns  other  than  retailers  is  shown  in 
Table  27.  More  than  one-third  of  the  stocks  reported  from  the 
entire  country  were  found  in  the  states  of  the  West  South  Central 
division,  while  the  East  South  Central  division  ranked  second,  and 
the  East  North  Central  division  third.  Texas  ranked  first  among 
the  states,  New  Hampshire  second,  Tennessee  third,  and  Illinois 
fourth.  The  rank  held  by  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  is  due  to 
the  large  stocks  reported  by  a  firm  manufacturing  lard  substitutes. 
The  stocks  reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important  states  are 
shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  20.

Nearly  five-sixths  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity  reported, 
gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1,  1918.  Com- 
parative figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are  given  by  class 
of  business  in  Table  25,  and  by  geographic  divisions  and  states 
in  Table  28.  These  figures  show  greatly  increased  stocks  for  the 
date  of  the  Survey  as  compared  with  the  earlier  date.  The  total 
stocks  on  July  1,  1918,  were  practically  three  times  as  large  as 
those  of  July  1,  1917.  Some  of  the  individual  classes  of  business 
show  relative  increases  much  greater  than  this.  These  figures 
indicate  a  rapid  growth  in  the  manufacture  and  use  of  peanut  oil 
during  the  past  year.  The  stocks  reported  for  the  two  dates  are 
shown  graphically  for  each  class  of  business  except  the  miscellaneous 
group  in  Diagram  21.

NOT  INCLUDING  RETAIL  STOCKS. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  corn  oil,  together  with  the  quantities 
in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  by 
business  concerns  other  than  retail  dealers,  amounted  to  2,891,457 
gallons.  This  total  was  made  up  of  2,764,337  gallons  in  stock  and 
127,120  gallons  in  transit.  Of  the  stocks  reported  as  on  hand  on 
the  date  of  the  Survey,  the  wholesale  dealers  held  36.4  per  cent; 
the  cornstarch  manufacturers,  24.6  per  cent;  the  warehouses,  8.4 
per  cent;  the  bakers,  8.3  per  cent;  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of 
firms,  22.3  per  cent.  The  last-named  group  was  made  up  largely 
of  manufacturers  using  corn  oil  as  a  material.  The  stocks  reported 
by  each  class  of  business  are  shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  29, 
and  the  quantities  in  transit  in  the  last  column.  The  distribution 
of  the  total  stocks  among  the  several  classes  reporting  is  shown  by 
Diagram  22.
